Dr.  Pinhas  H.  Peli 
To  Deliver  Tager  Lectures 
At  Shabbaton 

Scholar-In-Residence  Dr.  Pinhas  H.  Peli  will 
deliver  the  Dorothy  Tager  Lectures  at  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Shabbaton,  Friday  and  Satur¬ 
day,  January  16  and  17. 

The  subject  to  be  explored  at  the  Shabbaton 
is  “The  Crisis  of  Jewish  Unity”.  Dr.  Peli  will  focus 
on  the  religious  life  in  Israel,  its  history  and  the 
variety  of  beliefs  that  separate  Jews  in  the  Jewish 
state  and  then  he  will  discuss  the  unity  of  the 
Jewish  people  throughout  the  world. 

Sponsored  by  the  Dorothy  Tager  Education 
Fund,  these  two  lectures  are  a  living  memorial 
to  Dorothy  Tager  who  was  an  active  participant 
in  the  Adult  Education  program  at  the  synagogue. 

The  Shabbaton  is  an  intense  experience  in 
Jewish  living  within  the  context  of  traditional  Sab¬ 
bath  observance.  It  begins  on  Friday  evening  with 
^ervices  followed  by  a  traditional  Shabbat  din¬ 
ner  after  which  Dr.  Peli  will  deliver  the  first  Tager 
lecture.  The  second  Tager  Lecture  will  be 
delivered  by  him  after  Shabbat  lunch  Saturday 
afternoon.

Please  respond  early  as  space 
is  limited.  The  Shabbaton  is  open  to  members 
of  the  congregation,  their  families  and  friends.

She  is  a  regular  contributor  to  Com¬ 
mentary  Magazine.  She  has  written  three  books: 
The  Liberated  Woman  and  Other  Americans;  The 
New  Chastity  and  Liberal  Parents,  Radical 
Children. 

As  an  Editor,  she  has  worked  with  the  Hudson 
Institute  and  CBS  Legacy  Books.  She  has  been 
Acting  Managing  Editor  of  Commentary 
Magazine,  Executive  Editor  of  Harper 's,  Literary 
Editor  of  The  Saturday  Review  and  Senior  Editor 
of  Basic  Books.  She  is  now  the  Executive  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Committee  for  the  Free  World. 

She  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Coalition 
for  a  Democratic  Majority  of  which  she  is  a  past 
National  Chairman,  a  co-chairman  of  the  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee  on  European  Democracy  and 
Security,  a  member  of  the  board  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  the  Present  Danger,  the  Council  on  Foreign 
Relations,  the  National  News  Council,  and  the 
Ethics  and  Public  Policy  Center.

The  Seminary  at  100 

We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  a  year-long  celebra¬ 
tion  to  mark  the  one  hundreth  birthday  of  The 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America.  All 
manner  of  observances  are  being  held  throughout 
our  land  to  mark  this  historic  event.  Galas,  lec¬ 
tures,  seminars,  panel  discussions  and  communi¬ 
ty  celebrations  are  taking  place  in  New  York  and 
in  many  cities  throughout  the  United  States, 
Canada  and  Israel. 

Of  the  three  streams  in  religious  Judaism,  the 
Orthodox,  Conservative  and  Reform,  our  Con¬ 
servative  Movement  is  the  only  one  which  is 
native  born .  It  came  into  being  on  American  soil 
unlike  both  Orthodox  and  Reform  which  had  their 
roots  in  Europe.  As  an  American  product.  Con¬ 
servative  Judaism,  from  its  beginnings,  has  car¬ 
ried  the  stamp  of  the  American  spirit  as  its 
philosophy  and  on  its  development  in  three  im¬ 
portant  respects. 

First,  it  is  rooted  in  tradition.  America  has 
strong  traditions  based  on  Biblical  ideals  of 
justice,  freedom  and  concern  for  the  individual . 
Conservative  Judaism  and  its  fountainhead,  The 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America,  are 
firmly  rooted  in  the  soil  of  Jewish  learning  and 
historicity.  It  has  never  broken  with  its  past  but 
it  has  not  become  swallowed  up  by  it.  A  tree  is 
planted  with  its  roots  deep  in  the  soil  but  the  tree 
continues  to  grow  and  develop,  to  sprout  new 
branches  and  to  put  forth  new  leaves.  So  too  with 
Judaism  as  understood  by  our  movement. 

Secondly,  America  stands  for  growth  and 
change.  A  living  thing  does  not  stagnate  or  else 
it  will  die.  The  first  characteristics  of  life  are 
growth  and  change.  The  founders  of  our  Seminary 
and  its  leaders  over  the  past  century  have  been 
aware  of  this  fundamental  character  of  Judaism. 
From  the  beginning  they  were  alert  to  the  needs 
of  the  people  and  hence  change  was  understood 
as  a  part  of  the  life  of  Judaism  itself. 

The  third  hallmark  of  America  and  of  Conser¬ 
vative  Judaism  is  openness.  We  must  be  open  to 
new  ideas,  new  discoveries,  new  problems  and 
new  challenges.  This  openness  has  made  America 
an  exciting  experiment  that  works.  And  our 
Seminary  and  our  movement  are  similarly  open 
to  new  ideas,  new  methods  and  new  challenges 
to  which  they  have  responded. 


American  Jewish  life  would  be  inconceivable 
without  the  Seminary.  Our  future  rabbis,  cantors 
and  teachers,  community  leaders,  scholars  and 
scholarship,  our  Ramah  Camps,  all  of  these  are 
the  life-line  connecting  the  past,  the  present  and 
the  future. 

We  rejoice  in  the  centennial  of  the  Seminary 
even  as  we  resolve  to  support  and  strengthen  it. 
That  makes  us  partners  in  Jewish  creativity.  Long 
may  the  Seminary  live  and  flourish!

Life  Stories  Recorded  By 
Living  History  Project 

A  project  is  currently  in  operation  on  the  up¬ 
per  East  Side  of  Manhattan  which  brings  younger 
people  into  the  homes  of  older  people  in  order 
to  help  them  to  recall  and  record  their  life  stories. 

The  project  is  supported  by  the  Isaac  Tuttle 
Fund  and  co-sponsored  by  the  Brookdale  Center 
on  Aging,  Search  and  Care  and  the  Lenox  Hill 
Neighborhood  Association.  Volunteers  are  train¬ 
ed  in  listening  techniques;  in  the  social,  historical 
and  psychological  dimensions  of  life  review;  and 
with  the  materials  they  need  —  tape  recorders, 
tape,  etc.  More  than  200  elderly  people  have  been 
interviewed  already  and  the  responses  of  both  the 
interviewed  and  the  interviewers  have  been  over¬ 
whelmingly  positive. 

What  is  needed  now  are  more  volunteers  to  in¬ 
terview  and  more  elderly  people  willing  to  be  in¬ 
terviewed.  Those  interested  in  serving  as  inter¬ 
viewers  or  as  people  to  be  interviewed  should  call 
Arthur  Strimling,  Director  of  Life  Stories,  at 
481-5076. 

The  finished  cassette  is  given  to  the  indivil 
interviewed  and,  with  consent,  a  copy  is  made 
for  the  archives.  Children,  grandchildren  and 
other  members  of  the  family  are  thus  able  to  listen 
to  the  cassette  now  or  in  the  future.

All  About  Tu  Bishevat 


Tu  Bishevat,  the  New  Year  for  Trees,  begins 
at  sundown  Friday,  February  13  and  concludes 
at  sundown  Saturday,  February  14. 

The  rabbis  of  the  Talmud  speak  of  the  New  Year 
for  Trees.  According  to  the  School  of  Shammai 
it  was  to  be  celebrated  on  the  first  day  of  the 
Hebrew  month  Shevat,  but  the  School  of  Hillel 
said  that  it  was  to  be  observed  on  the  15th  day 
of  the  month  of  Shevat.  It  was  the  decision  of  the 
School  of  Hillel  that  was  accepted  popularly  and 
since  the  days  of  the  first  century  of  the  Common 
era,  the  15  th  day  of  the  month  of  Shevat  has  been 
celebrated  as  the  New  Year  for  Trees. 

This  minor  holiday  is  also  called  Hamishah 


Asar  be-Shaevat,  which  means  the  15th  days  of 
Shevat.  It  is  also  called  Tu  be-Shevat,  the  Hebrew 
letters  7ef  and  Vav  standing  for  the  number  15  and 
the  two  letters  together  are  popularly  pro- 
noucements,  Tu. 

No  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is  described  for 
the  day  but  it  is  customary  to  eat  fruits  that  grow 
in  Israel,  such  as  figs,  dates,  carob,  etc. 

In  Israel  today,  the  ancient  practice  of  planting 
trees  has  been  revived  and  school  children  and 
others  do  so  on  Tu  Bishevat.  In  our  Religious 
School,  the  children  plant  trees  in  Israel  through 
the  Jewish  National  Fund. 


Grove  of  Trees  Planted 
By  Religious  School 

A  grove  of  trees— 1000  trees— will  be  planted 
by  the  Jewish  National  Fund  in  the  Raoul 
Wallenberg  Forest  near  Jerusalem  from  fund  con¬ 
tributed  over  the  past  three  years  by  the  students 
in  the  Religious  School  in  honor  of  Tli  Bishevat. 

A  special  invitation  is  extended  to  all  the 
students  in  the  Religious  School  and  their  families 
to  attend  services  on  Saturday  morning,  January 
31  during  which  Rabbi  Nadich  will  present  to  the 
school  the  certificate  awarded  to  it  by  JNF.
